The most. important causes of constipation are; theruse of a 
diet lacking in those foods which provide sufficient roughage or bulk; 
weakness of the abdominal muscles where these muscles are allowed 
to become flabby and soft due to lack of exercise; neglect in the 
matter of attending to evacuation at a regular time; nervous strain; 
irregularity in regard to mealtime; mis-use of laxatives; spastic coli- 
tis; and mechahical causes due to prolapsus, kinks and adhesions. 

Constipation may exist as an occasional symptom or may exist 
prectically all of the time. In spastic colitis, periods of sluggishness 
may alternate with periods when the movements are very free. 

It has been my experience that ordinary cases of sluggishness 
may be relieved when the patient’ observes the necessary rules of: 
right living. At the stcrt, I find the treatment which gives the best 
result is the fruit fast, where the whole fruit is used, together with 
enemas. The paient takes any fruit desired for several days, such as 
oranges or apples, simply substituting the fruit meals for the regu- 
lar meals. The fruit will provide the intestine with plenty of bulk 
and in addition has a gentle scouring action. The enema is taken each 
day. The entire fruit fast is especially valuable in those cases of con- 
stipation due to flabbiness of the colon, where the colon is “lazy” or 
sluggish. It is better avoided in those cases due to a spastic condition 
where the colon is irritable and contracted. ; 

I recommend the enema as a means of securing relief and the 
patient will experience an immediate benefit from it. The plain warm 
water irrigation will quickly cleanse the large intestine and is prob- 
ably the best measure for the average person to use. As soon as nor- 
mal function is re-established the enema may be stopped but the 
enema must be considered as an ‘entirely satisfactory emergency 
measure upon which to rely- until such time as the colon is ready to 
do its work normally. The enema is especially effective because it 
secures the desired result without causing irritation. 

After the fruit fast, it is a good plan to use an abundance of 
both cooked and raw, vegetables, even taking the cooked vegetables 
for breakfast in some cases. All of the non-starchy vegetables are 
valuable, but the green leafy vegetables cre particularly satisfactory 
for the purpose of providing additional bulk. 

The patient is to form the habit of attending, to the intestinal 
elimination at a regular time, preferably after each meal.* Attenion 
given to this important matter will undoubtedly help a great deal 
in establishing unfailing regularity. 

Exercise is especially valuable and those exercises whicn 
strengthen the muscles over the abdomen yield the most immediate 
results. The exercises should be begun only slowly and made more 
vigorous as the strength increases. When it seems desirable to help 
matters along, the patient may use agar-agar, psyllium seed, mineral 
oil injections, senna leaves or a bulk increaser made from keraya 
gum. As a general rule, the sooner the constipated patient gets away 
from strong laxatives, the better. In most cases, the enema may be 
substituted with far better results. 

In a Short article of this kind I can not hope to answer all of the 
juestions about sluggish elimination arising in the large intestine.

Remove the seeds 
from 2 green peppers ‘and cut 
each of these into 3 thick rings, 
Peel 2 oranges, dice and mix with 
1 teaspoon finely chopped onion. 
On each salad plate arrange a 
crisp lettuce leaf and a thick slice 
of tomato topped with a pepper 
ring, Fill the center of the pep- 
per ring with the diced orange. 
Serve with a highly seasoned 
French dressing. 

Winter Fruit Cup - 

Peel 6 oranges and 1 grapefruit 
into sections, removing all mem- 
brane. Mix with 1 cup canned 
white cherries from which the pits 
have. been removed. Sprinkle 6 
tablespoons lemon juice and 1% 
cups powdered sugar over the 
fruit and chill thoroughly. A few 
finely chopped maraschino cher- 
ries or creme de menthe cherries 
added to the cup just before serv- 
ing will add a touch o color. 

Orange-Meat Salad 

Toss together 2 cups orange 
sections that have been freed 
from membrane and 2 cups diced 
left-over duck or chicken that has 
been marinated in the following 
dressing: 6 tablespoons lemon 
juice, 3 tablespoons olive oil, 1 tea- 
spoon salt and % teaspoon pepper. 
Serve at once on crisp lettuce 
leaves. 

Citrus Fruit Pie 


Peel 1 lemon, 1 grapefruit and 3 
oranges, remove the sections and 
combine with 144 cups sugar and 
3 tablespoons quick-cooking tapio- 
ca. Put the mixtute into an un- 
baked pie shell and cover iwith a 
top crust.
